IN MEMORIAM. 


Saturday was the day on which the 
‘bankrupt law expired, leaving few 
friends to mourn its departure. It ac- 
complished some good, but to the end 
it remained a cloak for rascality, and a 
temptation to those inclined to be 
worldly-minded. A great many honest 
people, wrecked by the financial legis 
latiqn which is the especial delight of 
John Sherman, the tool of the money~ 
power, took advantege cf its provisions, 
and many dishdnest people have added 
to their gains by taking refuge under 
the broad and sheltering wings of the 
act. It has suggested the successful in- 
auguration of various fautastic tricks, 
and has been the means of giving profi- 
table employment to a new class of 
speculative swindlers. The law was 
made to relieve unfortunate debtors and 
protect creditors, but it was largely 
used to shield dishonest debtors, and 
towards the end bankruptcy, in some 
portions of the country, became almost 
without exception a money-making de- 
vice. Lawyers inserted in the news- 
papers such advertisements as this: 
“If you contemplate bankruptcy you 
can procure $48 000 goad, genuine reg 
ular securities. Terms to suit contin- 
gencies.”” This involved one of the 
neat swindling operations to which the 
bankrupt law gave rise. The alleged 
securities were nothing more than a 
parcel of stocks and securities worth 
nothing in the market. Their value 
was merely nominal, and the person or 
persons desiring to invest in bankrupt- 
cy—ior it was nothing more than an in- 
vestment—merely paid the lawyer one 
thousand dollars and entered the 
valueless bonds as assets to cover 
cash capital drawn out, the bill 
of sale dating back to givethe transac- 
tion a genuine lock. Such securities pass 
ed well in the courts, and many a bogus 
bac krupt has enriched himself in tbis 
way. Altogether it was a lovely law, 
and it is not probable that we shall see 
its like again. For atime it acted asa 
breakwater to John Sherman’s system 
of finance, and then degenerated into a 
sort of cover for fraud. But it is dead.

THE FEVER AT MOBILE. 


The creeping plague has reached Ala- 
bama, The circumstances of the first 
case in Mobile are these: the patient 
was a little white girl nine years of age. 
The family recently moved from Clai- 
bome, Alabama, to Mobile. Two other 
members of the family had remittent 
fever after their arrival in Mobile, but 
both recovered, The little girl died. 
No other suspicious case was known up 
to Sanday morning; and at this wri- 
ting we are not advised of any exten- 
sion of the disease. It is however free~ 
ly conceded that the little giil had the 
dreaded fever, the authorities of the 
city making no effort to conceal 
the nature ot her case. On the 
other hand, they promptly telegraphed 
to the mayor of Montgomery that the 
saffron foe had become their ugwel- 
come guest. The council of Montgom> 
ery was immediately assembled, and a 
quarantine against, Mobile instantly 
proclaimed, It is not, however, one 
that prevents the passage of trains, 
“The railroad employes will,” says the 
Montgomery Advertiser, “change with 
others at some station below Mont- 
gomery, and passengers from Mobile 
will change cars outside the city, and it 
has been arranged with officials of the 
other roads to run them through the 
city without stopping. This quaran- 
tine is similar to that pro- 
claimed on the 18'h of this month, 
and will continue until it is shown that 
there isa necessity for stricter regula- 
tions. For the present this is a more 
éffective quarantine than absolute stop.
